W. M. Cockburh, r.^ -'.cultural 
representative herei told The 
Era that efforts are being made 
to get a registered egg-grading 
station established in town. 

Unless a registered station is 
set up in this district, Newmar- 
ket merchants will have to take 

their eggs to the nearest station 
in Aurora. Frank Bowser, local 
merchant, said that the expense 
of getting eggs graded may cur- 
tail, if not end, the sale of eggs 
as far as the merchants are con- 
cerned.

The Era that the hoard has not 
considered the question yet, but 
that a meeting probably will be 
held in the near future to discuss 
ways and means of getting a 
registered egg-grading station 
established in Newmarket.

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Five employees of the dominion 
government' at the time of the 
construction of the Newmarket 
military camp, Corporal Richard I. 
Gcrrartl, Norman Fair, Earl 
Lewis. Clifford Howard and Sam 
McMillan, were committed for 
higher court trial on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the king 
when they appeared before Magis- 
trate W. F. Woodliffe at a prelim- 
inary hearing in Newmarket police 
court on Saturday. 

The magistrate said that there 
was enough evidence brought out 
to justify sending all five on for 
trial. 

"Do you know the accused 
Gerrard?'* Lieut. M. F. Allan, 
R.C.E., officer in charge of con- 
struction of training camps in 
if. D. No. 2, was asked. 

"Yes." 

,r What part did he have in 

construction of the camp?" 

"He was military foreman of 
works. He had charge of the work 
of the camp." 

Lieut. Allan aald that Norman 
Farr was the time-keeper and had 
charge of making up the pay-roll. 
He would make up the time-sheet 
.according to the classification of 
the men employed. 

"Gerrard was in charge of all 
hiring and also saw that the 
material used in construction was 
up to specifications," said Q.M.S. 
A. F. Bond. "He also was to see 
that the work was done in a proper 

manner. 

"Farr was under Gerrard. He 
was responsible for paying the 
men according to specifications. 
He was to see that the men were 
employed as shown on the pay-list 
If they were not. he was to bring 
H to the attention of the military 
foreman of works." 
. Fred L. Lun d y, Newmarket 
motor mechanic, said that he had 
secured employment at the camp 
in August, 1W0. 

"I went up to look around the 
camp," he declared. "I saw a man 
working on a car. He used to be 
a mechanic In Newmarket* He 
was fixing Mr. Gerrards car. 

"I asked Mr. Gerrard about a 
job. He asked mc what I could 
do. I laid that I had been a 
machinist and mechanic all my 
life. He said I could start at noon 
and that he would give mo 30 cents 
an hour. 

"He wanted me lo put rings in 
his car. I said that 1 couldn't put 
rings on a car in the field.*' Mr. 
Lundy said that he advised 
Gerrard to see his former 
employer, a Newmarket garage 
owner, about getting space for 
this work in his garage 

"Who gave you instructions to 
go to work?" N. U Mathews. K.C., 
crown-attorney, asked. .... 

"Mr. Gerrard and Mr. Fair. 
When I wasn't working on a car 
I was supposed to work at the 
camp." ,- 

"How long did yon work at the 
camp?" 

'Two and a half days." The 
witness said that he had been kept 
busy wotking on cars which were 
sent to him by 'Gerrard, 

"Did you work on government 
cars?" "No, private cars." 

Mr. Lundy identified department 
of national defence cheques made 
out to him as payment for his 
work. He said that on one occa- 
sion, when he needed oil for Fan's 
car, Farr sent him to the camu

"Did you ever have to go out of 
Newmarket in connection with 
your duties for the department of 
national defence?" asked Mr.

Win. Dunn, Newmarket garage 
proprietor, said that he had 
employed Mr. Lundy before be was

"No. I got parts for their cars 
while they were being worked on 
by Mr. Lundy." 

"Was that ail the compensation 
you received for the garage 

space?" 
"Yes. Lundy didn't work for me 
time. The men paid for 
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the work on their own cars. 

Wm. Murdock, a Toronto 
penter, 3aid that he had spent 
days repairing windows 
Gerrard's home in Dunbarton. 

"Cliff Howard instructed mc to 
go to Dunbarton to Gerrard's 
house to do some carpenter work," 
he declared. 

"How long did you work there?" 

"About five days.' 1 

"Was that time included in your 
cheque?" "Yes." 

"Did you receive anything from 
Gerrard for that work?" "No." 

"Mr. Howard would be under 
Mr. Gerrard?" defence counsel 
asked. "Yes." 

"Therefore, any instructions that 
Mr. Howard would get from Mr- 
Gerrard. he would be obliged to 
carry out?" "Yes." 

The crown then undertook to 
show that E:irl Lewis had received 
§1.55 an hour for n truck and driver 
but had used as a driver a man 
the government was already pay- 
ing. This continued over a ten- 
week period. 

Hugh Brown Dougan. of New- 
market, told the court that he had 
secured employment at the camp 
in August. 

"Who hired you?" asked Mr- 
Mathews. 

"Norman Farr." 

"In what capacity were you 
employed?" 

"I worked three or four days as 
a laborer and then drove a truck." 

"Where did you receive your pay 
cheques?" 

"At the office." The witness 
said that he parked the truck at 
Marwood's garage every night. 

"I was out of gas one day at the 
camp. I asked Earl Lewis where 
to get some. He said 'Go to 
Marwood's and charge it to mc/ " 

Q.M.S. Bond was recalled to the 
stand. 

"What was. the rate of pay for 
truck and driver?" he was asked. 

"It was $1.55 an hour." 

"Have you any records to show 
that Eail Lewis was receiving pay 
from the camp at Newmarket?" 
"Yes, he was on two pay-lists." . 

S- J. Marwood. Newmarket 
garage-owner, was called as awll- 

The crown called Mr. Mai-wood 
to show* that in addition to receiv- 
ing 55 cents an hour that he wasn't 
entitled to, Lev,- is had also received 
51.00 an hour for a truck which 
really had not cost him anything 
except for gasoline and oil/ al- 
though the transaction with Mr. 

Marwood wag in itself quite legiti- 
mate. .

Magistrate W. F. Woodliffe dealt 
with the charge against Mrs. Mari- 
etta Green, R. R. 2, Newmarket, of 
being a member of Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses, in Newmarket police court 
on Tuesday. - 

According to evidence given by 
Chief Constable James SIoss, 
County Constable Ronald Watt and 
Constables Fast and Richie of the 
R.C.M.P., in court on March 25, an 
amplifying set for an automobile, 
five gramophones, books and pam- 
phlets were found on the premises 
of Mrs. Green. 

"Purely on circumstances of her 
health and that she Is a lady, 1 am 

willing to consent to a suspended 
sentence providing that she consent 
to refrain from having anything to 
do with the organization," stated 
Crown Attorney N. I*. Mathews, 
K.C. 

"The usual fine is from $50 to 
$2C0," his worship explained to the 
defendant. "If you will consent not 
to attend any meetings or speak in 
public for tho organization and re- 
train from distributing any of its 
literature. I will place you on sus- 
pended sentence. 

Mrs. Green refused to agree to 
the conditions of the suspended 

sentence. She said that she could 
not deny a higher law. 

"I am not asking you to deny 
anything." stated the magistrate. 
"The law has made this organiza- 
tion illegal and it is against the 
law to attend Us meetings, speak 
in advocacy of it or distribute its 
literature." 

Speaking to the defendant's son, 
Robert Mottram, his worship said 
that unless Mrs. Green consented 
to the terms the court would have 
to punish her. "Of course she must 
also report to the police once a 
month and pay the costs of court." 

Returning after consultation with 
her son in an adjoining room, Mrs. 
Green stated that she would 
accept the sentence. 

"You arc refusing to obey the 
law and therefore I must sentence 
you, is that right?" asked hi3 wor- 
ship. The defendant said that she 
could nut accept the terms. 

"Vary well, I am fining you $25 
and costs or 30 days in prison." 
Mis. Green chose the term in jail. 

"I don't believe you are quite as 
stupid as your counsel thinks you 
are." Magistrate Woodliffe told 
I -eon Connel). Keswick. "You knew 
that you could not sign that 
Cheque, It Is a crime— get that into 
your head." 

Mr. Connell was charged with 
fratl<| on complaint of Arthur 
Pollock, Keswick garageman. 

According to the evidence of 
Arthur Pollock, the defendant came 
to his place on Sept. 12. 1»!0, and 
asked him to cash a cheque for 
eight dollars. 

"It was after the banks had 
closed," stated the witness. "He 
asked me to cash it for him, as he 
was going away and needed the 
money for board. I put it with my 
deposits and brought It to the bank. 
The bank would not accept It." 

"Then what did you do?" the 
crown asked. 

"I spoke to his father about a 
week later," answered tho com- 
plalnant. 

"Did you ever speak to the 
accused?" 

"Yes, about three months after.

Shoi treed, manager of the Hank of 
Commerce, Keswick, testified that 



as far as Leon Connell was con- 
cerned there vas no account in the 
bank belonging to him. "His 
father has an account there and he 
has also one in trust for all the 
Connell children." 

"Who signs the cheques on this 
trust account?" Magistrate Wood- 
liffe asked the witness. 

"Mr. W. Connell, the father, signs 

th*m." 

"He is the only one who signs 
the cheques?" "Yes." 

••Did you obtain $8 from Mr. Pol- 
lock?" Mr. Evans asked the de- 
fendant, Leon Connell. 

The defendant said that he had 
gotten the monc^ from the com- 
plainant and given him the cheque 
In return. He said that he was 24 
years of age and had no banking 
experience. 

The defendant stated that he 
knew that there was enough money 

to cover the cheque, and that he 
thought because he was past 21 
years of age that he could sign the 
cheque. He admitted telling Mr. 
Pollock that he would see about 
the cheque and neglecting to do 
so. ' 

"Did you ever have a cheque 
cashed on the account before?" 
asked his worship. 

The defendant said that he did- 
n't. 

"And you are 24 years of age 
now. It is three years since you 
came of age," commented the 
magistrate 

Mr. W. Connell. the defendant's 
father, testified that he did not 
make the cheque good because he 
thought that since his son was 
working on his own he should take 
care of the cheque himself. 

•'This man is unreasonable." 
stated the magistrate, referring to 
Leon Connell. "He Is 24 years of 
age. Mr. Pollock did him a favor 
in cashing the cheque/* His wor- 
ship said that he would take into 
account that the defendant had 
never been convicted before. "You 
will be given suspended sentence 
and pay costs of court, full resti- 
tution being made." 

Because he failed to show Con- 
stable Aubrey Fleury his registra- 
tion certificate when asked, Lawr- 
ence Freeman, Sutton West, paid 
costs of court of SI. The defend- 
ant pleaded not guilty to the 

choree.
